LAGRANGE, Ga., April 29.—UM 
Textile strikers facing eviction from 
mill-owned houses clashed with na- 
tional guardsmen in a rough-and-tum- 
ble fight here today, resulting in in- 
jury to some of the strikers, 21 of 
whom were arrested by the military. 

Fists, stones, sticks and rifle butts 
were wielded in the melee. Four wom- 
en were among the 21 held prisoner 
by national guardsmen, but they were 
not reported injured. 

Sixteen men arrested here were 
taken to Atlanta and placed in a mili- 
tary detention camp at Fort McPher- 
son late tonight. Originally it was 
planned to place the prisoners in the 
Atlanta armory but it was later de- 
cided to use the national guard rifle 
range quarters which previously have 
been pressed into service to houe 
prisoners taken in strike disorders by 
the guardsmen. All of the women 
were left here. 

Urges Discontinuance. 

Flare-up of trouble here brought a 
telegram to Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins in Washington from George 
Googe, southern representative of the 
American Federation of Labor in At- 
lanta, who urged that the evictions be 
discontinued until after the National 
Labor Relations Board renders its de- 
cision in a work-wage dispute be- 
tween employes of the Callaway tex- 
tile mills and the mills. Googe said 
the decision was expected May 

His telegram asked that “this av- 

tion be taken in the name of human- 
ity and to forestall possible bloodshed 
in a most tense situation.” 
The fight started after a process 
server went into a house owned by 
the Callaway mills to serve an evic- 
tion notice. Versions differed as to 
what happened after that.

will start his agency to functioning; 
While the four-billion-dollar work 
relief fund will be used to take per- 
sons off relief rolls, and preference 
will de given to those persons, provi- 
sion will be made for the employ 


relief rolls; 
Officials do not expect the four bil- 
lion dollars to be used for so-called 
“economic pump priming” but to be 
devoted almost entirely for works 
which will provide employment in 
areas where the relief rolls are clog-

his Epping Forest estate near here 
today. 

During his regime as head of the 
du Pont company from 1902 until 


| 1916, he reorganized it, deevloped mod- 


ern machinery for manufacturing black 
der, developed prismatic powder, 

and built the explosive and chemical 

concern into a financial giant. 

Du Pont’s active business career in 
Wilmington, Del., also saw him be- 
come a power in Delaware politics 
as a leader of the republican party. 

He resigned as head of the du Pont 
company in 1916, withdrawing from 
politics at the same time. Ten years 
later he moved from Delaware to Flor- 
ida and at the time of his death had 
become one of the largest landownezs 
in this state. 

Du Pont was chairman of the board 
of the Florida National bank here; 
owned the townsite of Port St. Joe 
and had recently acquired Wakulla 
Springs, a historical spot on the Flor- 
ida west coast. His estate is expected 
to approximate $100,000,000.

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Famous Log Rate Case 
Is Finally Adjudicated 


The final chapter of the famous 
Florida log rate case, a litigation 
which has been in the federal courts, 
high and low for more than a decade, 
was written yesterday. It was the de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court throwing out claims for rebates 
made by shippers after the Florida log 
rate had been sustained by the hizh 
court. 

Robert C. Alston, of counsel for the 
Atlantic Coast Line, said last nigat 
the court’s action wiped out all is- 
sues growing out of the log rate case. 

In its decision yesterday the su- 
preme court set aside a decision of 
a three-judge federal court which sat 
in Atlanta and which awarded $96.941 
in rebates to Florida lumber com- 
panies which claimed they paid the 
high freight rate when the lowered 
rate should have been in effect. The

Bill Naming Rosenfield 
To Be Presented Today. 
Arrest Expected Soon. 


Jimmy Rosenfield, alias Jimmy 
Rose, charged in a grand jury bill 
drawn yesterday. and to be presented 
to the Fulton jurors today, with the 
murder of Lester V. Stone, radio re- 
pairman, left Chatttanooga soon after 
his arrival in that city early Satur- 
day morning, cityedetectives said yes- 
terday. 

Rosenfield fled from Atlanta imme- 
diately after he is alleged to have 
fired the shot that killed Stone at 
the door of an apartment on Parkway 
drive, occupied by a friend, R. B. 
Bullock. 
Stone, who was visiting his friend 
at the time, answered the door for 
Bullock, who was shaving. It is be- 
lieved the killer intended to shoot Bul- 


ock. 

Mrs. Bullock, testifying Saturday at 
the coroner’s inquest, said that Ros- 
enfield, whom she first met Thurs- 
day, was infatuated with her and 
had threatened to kill her husband if 
she did not run away with Rosenfield 
to New York. 

A nation-wide search is under way 
for Rosenfield and his arrest is ex- 
pected hourly. He is said to be well

U.9. LIQUOR GASES 
THIS YEAR SLATED 


10 SET HEW MARK 


1,000 Are Arrested in 4 
Months, Against 1,481 
for Entire Year of 1925; 
Federal Records Show. 


Although nearly 20,000 persons have 
been. tried in the federal courts of 
Georgia for violations of the prohibi- 
tion and alcohol tax laws during the 
last decade, 1935 should see all pre- 
vious yearly records shattered, accord- 
ing to statistics in the office of R. E. 
Tuttle, district supervisor of the alco- 
hol tax unit. 

Approximately 1,000 persons have 
been arrested in the state for violat- 
ing the alcohol tax during the first 
four months of 1935, the records re- 
veal. This is more than half as many 
as were taken into custody during the 
entire year of 1925, when 1,481 men 
and women were.arraigned in the fed- 
eral courts of Georgia on charges of 
violating the national prohibition act. 

Furthermore, while the arrests in 
1925 covered both “corn” liquor and 
the so-called bonded variety, the 1935 
figures include only the “white mule” 
made by the moonshiners of the state. 
Thousands of gallons of tax-paid liquor 
are being sold monthly in Georgia, 
but inasmuch as the government tax 
has been met, it does not concern the 
alcohol tax unit. P 

Number of Trials Gains. 

Number of persons tried for liquor 
violations has 
Since 1925, with two exceptions, and 
imtications are that twice as many 
wik be given federal court hearings 
this year as in 1925. Ig the Georgia 
division of the aleohol tax unit, headed 
by W. K. Johnston, maintains its 
present rate, total arrests this year 
will be around the 3.000 mark. 

Notwithstanding the intensive ef- 
forts of Investigator Johnston and his 
31 agents, it is estimated that at least 
4:500,000 gallons of corn liquor are 
consumed in this state every year.

BRITAIN’S LEADERS 
GREATLY ALARMED 


World War’s Submarine 
Horrors Still Fresh in 
Minds of People 
Throughout Nation.

LONDON, April 30.—(Tuesday)— 
(/)—Information that six German sub- 
marines already have been completed 
and are ready to begin practice ma- 
neuvers off Wilhelm’s Haven, naval 
base in the North sea, was claimed 
teday by the Daily Herald. 

The newspaper said “this sensation- 
al development was learned in London 
last night,” claiming Germany’s deci- 
sion to build submarines was made 
last autumn and that construction of 
the U-boats began around Christmas 
at Hamburg, Stettin and Kiel. 

Although Berlin official circles were 
quoted as having “allowed it to be 
thought” that assembling orders were 
not issued until mid-April, the Herald 
said this must have been done many 
weeks earlier, since at least six sub- 
marines are already in the water. 

The other six of the 12 which Sir 
John Simon, British. foreign secretary, 
learned had been ordered, the paper 
said, will follow rapidly. a 
_ British members of parliament, voic- 
ing the anger of the ge people 
at Germany's un, charged last 
night at U-boat ng is aimed 
directly at this country. They de- 
manded that the cabinet take quick 
steps in co-operating with the other 
powers to check further expansion of 
the reich’s armaments. 

This expansion was further evi- 
denced by the appearance of navy 
men on the streets of Kiel, Ger- 
many, with arm bands inscribed “Sub- 
marine School, Kiel,” showing that at 
least theoretical education in the use 
of submarines has been resumed. 

Ministers headed by Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald informally dis- 
cussed the “legality” of the latest ges- 
ture of Reichsfuehrer Hitler in de- 
fiance of the Versailles treaty and ar- 
ranged for consultations with France 
and Italy.

Last week all my cocoons of Pro- 
metheus moths gave up their inmates. 
For a while I had a wonderful time 
chasing thém about the living room, 
capturing them one by one and put- 
ting them out the front door. I be- 
lieve I have described these moths 
elsewhere, but this is such an appro- 
priate season for repetition that I 
am taking that liberty for my own. 

These cocoons I took from sassafras 
bushes; every one of them, I have 
never found them elsewhere. Some 
of the books, especially the Moth book 
of the late Dr. Holland, names this 
species the spice-bush silk moth.” It 
is as good a name as any, I sup- 

se, but there is something better in 

e genus name of Prométheus. It is 
allegorical, I suppose, but the emerg- 
ence of these moths from their slender 
gray cocoons always makes me think 
of “Prometheus Unbound.” 

If your home faces the woodlands, 
you are likely to get some of these 
moths flocking to your porch lamp 
during the night. In years bone by, 
when I would leave my home long 
before day and walk about my far- 
orite collecting places, I would find 
numbers of these moths on doors 
and porches. My friends knew that I 
would be there and didn’t mind my 
dropping into catch the insects before 


dawn. On the porch of Wesley Me- 
morial hospital I used to find them 
commonly: they leave that big light 
on all night out there, you know. 

The species we are discussing illus- 
trates what is called “sexual dichro- 
matism,” polysyllables that mean the 
male and female are differently color- 
ed. The female in this case is large 
and brighter than the male. She is 
one of those indescribable shades be- 
tween brown and red best described, 
I suppose, as wine color. This tone 
predominates, but there are patterns 
of pastel blue and grey and tan on 
the edges of the wings. The male is 
slightly small—about three inches 
wingspread as compared with four 
in the female—and darker, being al- 
most black with a lighter border to 
the wings. ; 

An interesting thing to me is the 
choice of sassafras bushes as a place 
for laying eggs. The caterpillars eat 
these leaves freely and the moths seek 
them out after mating, Only once 
have I seen this species laying eggs, 
and that was about three in the morn- 
ing, in April 1924. I hope to see it 
again someday but the chance is very 
remote. At least my young daughter 
has seen a moth develop its wings; 
oem she will be wanting a collec- 
tion of moths soon. I hope she does.

Sylt, it was stated, has been trans- 
formed into a second Heligoland, 
equipped with concrete and bombproof 


shelters for long-distance aircraft 
guns. It was said the closest secrecy 
was observed about the fortifications, 
with only reliable nazi workers em- 
ployed in construction. 

Submarine construction was the 
most disturbing factor, however, with 
the disclosure by British naval experts 
that the 250-ton submarines Germany 
is said to be building’ are actually 
potent instruments of war, and that 
similar craft were employed in the 
blockading of Britain during the war. 

Full Seriousness Felt. 

At first the British thought the 
French were too excited over the Ger- 
man air force expansion announce! 
last month, according to competent 
commentators. The British took a far- 
off view of German land armament 
increases, but it took submarine con- 
struction to bring home the full se- 
riousness of Hitler’s general program, 
for when submarines begin poking 
their noses out of waters neighboring 
this country e British feel really 
menaced. The World War's submarine 
horrors still are fresh in the minds of 
the people here. 

The cabinet ministers were to con- 
tinue their study of the problem to- 
day, possibly not reaching a decision 
until the full cabinet meeting on 
Wednesday. 

To Reveal Policy. 

MacDonald, it was held likely, will 
reveal the full extent of the govern- 
ment’s policy during the debate on for- 
eign affairs scheduled for the house 
of commons on Thursday. Because of 
the new problem which has now come 
up the government will be unable to 
discuss the technical aspects of de- 
fense during that debate, MacDonald 
announced, and there will be a sep- 
arate defense debate later. 

Winston Churchill, an exponent of 
a large air force, has been pressing 
for acceleration of this debate. Al- 
most every day counts now,” he said 
recently. 

Conversations between Francois 
Pietri, the French naval minister who 
is coming to London, and members 
of thé British admiralty will take 
place during the next few days as part 
of Britain's consultations with 
France. 


Reprisal Seen. 
Diplomatie circles here seemed con-

The fact that there has been a 
series of quick arms construction de- 
velopments, step by step, was cited in 
support of this view. 

One quarter in touch with affairs 
at Berlin said it would be impossible 
to learn immediately whether Ger- 
many was planning 12 (as announced 
in Britain) or 100 submarines, be- 
cause her arms program always has 
been kept carefully veiled. 

Diplomatic circles also discussed re- 
ports that Germany’s other naval 
plans, which include all types of 
ships, might possibly embrace some 
new mystery ship,“ since complete 
and definite information has not been 
received here. There was one report 
that Germany will build or is building 
already a group of large submarines 
equal to the most powerful in the 
British fleet. 


BERLIN ADMITS ORDERING 
‘A NUMBER’ OF SUB KE 

BERLIN, April 29.—(?)—It was 
admitted on good authority today that 
orders for “a number of submarine 
keels” had been placed by the govern- 
ment with various German firms but 
whether actual construction had be- 
gun was an open question. 

The orders were said to have been 
placed at Kiel, Hamburg, Stettin and 
possibly Danzig. But whether or- 
ders had gone out to delay the start 
of construction until Anglo-German 
naval parleys have reached their con- 
clusion could not be ascertained. 

Official denials that construction 
was under way had given to foreign 
quarters which inquired, but the offi-

THE U-BOAT THREAT 

Even more threatening to the fu- 
ture péace of the world than Ger- 
many’s determination to rebuild 
her army, is the revelation that 
Hitler’s rearming program includes 
the construction of a fleet of the 
U-boats responsible for so large a 
degree of the horrors of the World 
War. 

Wolves of the sea, they preyed 
on untrmed and helpless passenger 
and freight ships, making few at- 
tacks on the armed vessels of the 
nations at war with Germany. 

The sinking of the Lusitania 
shocked the civilized world and 
from then until the end of the 
war constantly mounting thousands 


lof men, women and children—non- 


combatants and groups bent on er- 
rands of mercy as well as armed 
forces—were sent to watery graves 
by the ruthless U-boat warfare car- 
ried on by Germany. 

No greater lesson was taught by 
the World War than that the U-boat 
has no place, either in war or 
peace, and Germany was rigidly re- 
strictéd from their manufacture by 
the treaty of Versailles. 

During the war Germany built 
811 U-boats in four years, requir- 
ing only seven months to construct 
a single boat, despite the shortage 
of men and material. 

If the deadly U-boats should be 
produced in such volume under the 
conditions existing during the clos- 


larger boats could now be speeded 
up. 

With large numbers of these as- 
sassins of the sea being turned out, 
and with -their radius of action 
greatly increased, no vessel on the 
seven séas would be safe if Ger- 
many so willed. 

It is not surprising that the Brit- 
ish govérnment is disturbed by the 
revelation of Hitler’s plans to build 
a U-boat fleet to such a degree as 
to contemplate canceling the Anglo- 
German naval conversations sched- 
uléd for London the second week 
in May..

Herr Toller also 
proposes that the refugeés should be 
granted identity cards which would 
enable them to travel freely in France 
except in the frontier districts, and 
that they should be granted facilities 
for naturalization.

The shade of Lacordaire must be 
hovering over Notre Dame this Lent, 
for it is just a hundred years sincé 
the famous orator began there the 
series of Carme sermons that con- 
stitute one of the most notable an- 
nual events in the life of Paris.

“man in the streét;” members of the 
Academic Francaise rub shoulders 
with a host of people to whom the 
famous dictionary is a closed book. 
To say that one could “hear a pin 
drop” during the hour and a half that 
the sermon lasts is to give no ex- 
aggerated impresison of how intently 
the preacher is followed. Father de 
la Boullaye is a Jesuit. He is an 
orator, but it is his professional! role 
that dominates.

THE SILENCE OF D< DOCTORS OF 


In a recent 725 — entitled “Who Says 
a Doctor Is Good?’ I tried to show 
that the doctor’s satisfied patients tell 
their friends he is good, and so in the 
course of many years, if the doctor has 
the patience, he has enough patients 
to keep him 1 If the doctor is not 
so good, then when his patience is ex- 
hausted, he may still sacrifice that in- 
tangible thing called professional 
standing and go out into the highways 
and byways shouting to the public 
about how good he is, and perhaps 
catch enough gullible customers to 
make his living. 

C. E. P. writes that articles like that 
get under his hide. If the M.D. is 80 
good, he asks, why doesn't he advertise 
and let the world know about his good 
qualities, let the public know that, the 
methods and theories of the medical 
profession are proven scientific facts 
and can be depended on? When the 
medical profession refuses to use ad- 
vertising, avers C. E. P., it implies 
the profession is not sure about its 
theories and methods and therefore 
is unwilling to submit them to public 
approval, 

The medical profession, continues 
this keen critic, is devoting consider- 
able time and money to the endeavor 
to get laws enacted to curb or sup- 
press quackery and illegitimate prac- 
tice. The efficiency of such laws is 
questionable. Sometimes, indeed, laws 
conceived in the most liberal spirit 
and intent seem to drive many people 
over to the quacks. Now it appears 
a logical conclusion to C. E. P. that 
if the medical profession would spend 
its time and money in educating the 

public about the established, proven 
— and principles of healing, 
there would be no need for such laws 
to curb quackery. People can still 
read and learn and believe, if the 
truth is what they read.

ST. LOUIS, April 29. Sad 
Sam Breadon sighed deeply tonight at 
the latest in the baseball magnate’s 
woes, a union labor boycott directed 
primarily at Leo Durocher, his pep- 
pery shortstop. 

Force of the boycott has not yet 
made itself felt at the turnstiles of 
Sportsman's park, for President 
Breadon’s World Champion St. Louis 
Cardinals are in Cincinnati beginning 
an extensive baseball road trip de- 
signed to keep them away from home 
until May 17. Developments, how- 
ever, came fast. 1 

While Breadon sighed, Durocher, in 
Cincinnati, declined to comment on 
union charges that he had derided ef- 
forts of strikers at the Forest City 
Manufacturing Company, a dress com- 
pany employing his bride of last Sep- 
tember as a designer. 

DUROCHER SURPRISED. 

Durocher expressed surprise at the 
attitude of the Central Trades and La- 


bor Union which voted yesterday to 
refrain from patronizing Cardinal 
games while he remained in the line- 
up. I have nothing against the 
union and don’t understand why 
should be singled out, he explained. 
The resolution specified the 70,000 
union members would shun the Cardi- 
nals until a “proper settlement is 
made.“ 

Branch Rickey, vice president, was 
the official spokesman for the base- 
ball club. He said the boycott was 
“unfortunate.” 

“I do not believe that Durocher has 
any quarrel with any group or organi- 
zation,” the Cardinal's best after-din- 
ner speaker continued.

„They're off” swells up from the crowd, a large portion of those at- 
tending the classic will be Kentucky colonels. 

In fact, whether it is the Kentucky Derby, a -arvard-Yale football 
game, a Baer-Carnera prize fight, a Giant-St. Louis baseball game, the 
Olympics, or just a crowd, a large number of those present will be 


Kentucky colonels. 

So rapidly has the army of per- 
sons. bearing this title grown that 
it now has a total roster. of close 
to 6.000 members from every state 
and many foreign countries. The list 
is still growing at the rate of ap- 
proximately 400 per month and Gov- 
ernor Ruby Laffoon, who has dis- 
pensed this honorary title so freely, 
has seven months longer to serve be- 
fore a new governor is inaugurated. 

Generals Too. 

The governor's private’ military 
force, however, is not limited to colo- 
nels. He has appointed generals, ma- 
jors. admirals and captains. < - 

His naval staff is composed almost 
entirely of commodores and admirals 
and after naming one or two ad- 
mirals for almost every river and 
creek in Kentucky he extended the 
titles to include admirals of the At- 
lantic ocean, the Great Lakes and 
other bodies of water. 

However, the rank of Kentucky 
colonel is the most sought-after—and 
the most widely dispensed. 

The awarding of these honorary ti- 
tles. which was started on a large 
scale during the terms of recent gov- 
ernors, now has assu such pro- 
portions that it requires practically 
the full time of the governor's secre- 
tary and a stenographer. and many 
pages of the officia! state journal are 
filled with names of these honorary 
officers. 

Another by-product of the Ken- 
tucky colonel that requires the time 
of the governor's secretary is inter- 
viewing visiting journalists who de- 
scend on the state capitol at F :

Incidentally nearly all of the in- 
terviewers leave Frankfort bearing a 
commisison in tbeir hands. 

The origin of the Kentucky colo- 
nel has been lost in the files of time 
but it is believed the first colonels 
were appointed by the governors 
fore the War Between the States. 

At that time each governor was 
allowed by law to appoint six men 
with the rank of colonel as aide de 
camps on his staff. After the war 
this number was raised to 12 and it 
was not until the latter part of th: 
last century that honorary titles were 
conferred, and then only on rare oc- 
casions. 

The commissions, embossed and dec- 


ficial. seal of the commonwealth of 
Kentucky, have become familiar wall 
decoratiOns in the offices of men 
throughout the nation. | 

The governor ‘sees only a few of 
the commissions sent out by his of- 
fice as his secretary signs practically 
all of them. The daily mail brings 
dozens of requests for the honor. 

If the person making the request 
is known to the governor's secretary 
the request is granted and the com- 
mission signed and mailed. It has 
been estimated each commission costs

“Mutually Satisfactory” 
Talks Held on American 
Threat to Peso. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—- 00 — 
The United States and Mexican gov- 
ernments tonight concluded “mutually 
éatisfactory” conversations on the 
American price-boosting silver policy, 
but details were closely guarded. 

Secretary Morgenthau, in telling re- 
porters of the discussions he has had 


with Roberto Lopez, assistant secre- 
tary of the Mexican treasury, au- 
nounced there would be no change to- 
night in 77.57 cents an ounce price the 
American treasury is paying for newly 
mined domestic silver. 

With the world price for the metal 
slumping below this figure, a close 
watch was kept on the treasury all 
day for some indication that the 
American price would be jumped up 
again. The world price last week 
reached a high of 81 cents. 

Lopez flew here for conferences 
with Morgenthau when the advancing 
American prices precipitated a mone- 
tary crisis in Mexico and banks called 
in silver coin. Banks there also were 
closed over the week-end, but generally 
reopened today. 

The Mexican official first talked 
with Morgenthau last night. Later 
Lopes said the conversation had been 
“mutually satisfactory.” 

The two financial experts met again 
today, but beyond reiterating satisfac- 
tion with the results, neither would 
comment, 

Lopez is now returning to Mexico 
where today hundreds lined up in 
front of the Bank of Mexico, in 
Mexico, D. F., and obtained bronze 
change for paper money. The short- 
age of silver coin there was described 
as acute.

In a patent infringement suit in 
which Miss Sally Blue created a stir 
by demonstrating to the court how a 
device for repairing runs in silk stock- 
ings was operated, the court found 
against her employers, the Stelos 
Inc., which had charged infringement 
against the Hosiery Motor-Mend Cor- 
poration, the Kayser Hosiery Motor- 
Mend Corporation and Julius Kayser 
& Co., of New York. The high court 
ruled, in effect, that the Stelos patent 
lacked invention and had not been in- 
fringed. 

The justices found no reason for in- 
terfering with. the conviction of Jack 
Howard and Charles P. Mitchell, on 
charges of unlawfully possessing her- 
oin. allegedgly used to dope race horses. 
It declined to review lower court de- 
cisions sentencing Howard to 10 days’ 
imprisonment and 3300 fine and 
Mitchell to five days and $100. Both 
are on probation. 

The New York NRA case was 
brought by the Spielman Motor Sales 
Company, which challenged the va- 
lidity of the law when prosecuted on 
charges of selling automobiles at less 
than code prices.

“The Chamber of Commerce commit- 
tee’s attack on the banking bill came 
as the measure was brought up in the 
house for consideration.
